Saturday, March 11th, 1865. 

Conference met pursuant to adjournment.

On motion, the appeal was entertained by the Conference. 
Statements were made that new and important testimony, 
favorable to Bro. Bennett, could be adduced; and on motion, 
the case of J. W. Bennett was referred back to the Presiding 
Elder, for a new trial. 

J. W. F. Graham having removed during the past year, 
the following preamble and resolutions were, on motion, 
adopted : 

Whereas, Misconception may arise as to the purpose and 
effect of the action of the Conference in omitting from its roll 
the name of J. W. F. Graham and others, therefore, 

1. Resolved, That by said action we simply intended to 
obtain as correct a list as possible of those who are now so 
situated as to be able to look to us for appointments. 
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2. That the action of this Conference relative to brethren 
who have gone beyond our bounds, that we do not intend 
thereby to declare they are no longer members of the body, 
unless they shall connect themselves with some other body, or 
whereby some acts of their own signify that they are not in 
sympathy with this body. 

3. That, from motives of prudence toward brethren thus 
removing, the Roll of this Conference comprises only the 
names of the brethren within our bounds who have work 
among us. 

4. That brethren who have thus removed and who have 
not connected themselves with any other body, are entitled at 
any future time to present their claims of membership and, if 
just, can be admitted.

LAW QUESTION. 

The Chair presented the following paper, in answer to the 
Law Question, as presented by F. C. Tebbs : 

1. Drunkenness is an act of gross immorality, a crime ex- 
pressly forbidden in the word of God, sufficient to exclude 
a person from the Kingdom of Grace and Glory. 

2. In the case of buying, selling, or drinking spirituous 
liquors, the order is prescribed in Discipline, Part II, Chap- 
ter X, Sec. 4-4, page 98. 

3. In the case of the perpetration of one offence there 
should appear on the part of the offender no signs of penitence 
but a disposition to repeat the act should opportunity arise, or 
should there be an expression of justification of the offence, it 
will be regarded as sufficient cause for arraignment before the 
Church. 

4. In all proceedings in relation to the above cases, great 
prudence will be required on the part of the administrator, — 
yet firmness and promptness in vindicating the purity of the 
Church.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

We are as much as ever convinced of the necessity of re- 
affirming our long established rules on the subject of the im- 
proper use of intoxicating liquors. 

1st. Resolved, That we will faithfully adhere to the prin- 
ciples which have hitherto governed us as a body of ministers 
and characterized our Church on the subject of Temperance. 

2nd. Resolved, That in our public and private inter- 
course among our people, that we will, by precept and exam- 
ple, discountenance the use of intoxicating liquors as a bev- 
erage. 

3rd. Resolved, That our preachers be required to preach 
or lecture, frequently, on the subject of Temperance, form soci- 
eties, and adopt such plans as shall best promote the interests 
of the cause. 

4th. Resolved, That we consider the use of strong drinks 
among our beloved soldiers and the pernicious example of 
many of our officers and men in authority, as most disastrous 
to the cause of our civil liberties and good morals. 

5th. Resolved, That we regret to see, even in these 
i calamitous times of war, that in many minds avarice has be- 

come the ruling spirit; the fruits of the earth are being man- 
ufactured into alcoholic drinks, for the purposes of gain, and 
this nefarious traffic is being protected by members of the 
Church. We avow our unswerving purpose to bring to bear 
the law as found in the book of Discipline, so far as it reaches 
such cases, and that the traffic for gain receives our unqualified 
disapprobation, to whomsoever it may apply.
